Two Main Problems Are Large 
Windows and Lack of Basements 


Such trends in modem architec­ 
tures as houses with picture win­ 
dows irom floor to ceiling, the one- 
story ranch type house and 
the 
basementless houses 
would 
have 
presented a heating problem a .few 
years ago but today, thanks to in­ 
novations in equipment, are taken 
by the heating industry in its stride, 
says the Plumbing and Heating In­ 
dustries Bureau. 
New types of heating units which 
direct the heat to the lower or oc­ 
cupied portion of rooms, better con­ 
trol, and improvements in installa­ 
tion methods are among the new 
developments which enable heating 
industry today to provide comfort 
in houses which, only a few years 
ago, would have been classed as 
“hard to heat.” 
The problem of providing com­ 
fortable conditions in rooms with a 
large g lass area has been 
'So lv ed 
partly by Improved types of con­ 
trols arid partly by new develop­ 
ments in panel heating, baseboard 
heating equipment, radiators 
and 
conveyors. 
Glass May Overheat 
A large glass area presents a 
comfort problem. When the sun is 
not shining on the glass, discom 
fort sometimes results as the oc­ 
cupants of the room may be ex­ 
posed to both the effect of the 
glass surface and to the cool air 
which often descends from lgrgi 
glass areas to the floor. 
When the sun is shining on the 
glass, the room is likely to be ov­ 
erheated as compared with other 
rooms, unless the room is individu­ 
ally zoned with its own controls. 
When individually zoned, a sep­ 
arate therm ostat regulates the heat 
input into the room so that, when 
the sun is shining on the glass, the 
h« at input is reduced or if neces­ 
sary. eliminated. 
On 
the 
other 
• hand, when the room is shaded, the 
amount of heat going into the room 
is increased. 
Radiant Heeling Improved 
Progress in radiant heating now 
enables engineers to design pan­ 
els which will offset the effects of 
the cold from large glass areas. An­ 
other innovation In radiant heat­ 
ing, the radiant baseboard, permits 
the source of radiant heat to be in 


stalled immediately under the win­ 
dow so that the entire- area 
is 
blanketed by both radiant and con- 
vected heat. 
Modem ideas such as large glass 
areas could not have attained their 
current popularity without the re­ 
cent progress in the heating in­ 
dustry. 
Similarly the , sprawling, ranch- 
type house covering a large ground 
area is no longer a problem for the 
heating industry. 
With forced cir­ 
culation hot water, there is no dif­ 
ficulty in providing the most re­ 
mote beat distributing unit with its 
correct amount of hot water. 
No 
rooms are hard Co heat. 
Devices 
for balancing the heat flow to var­ 
ious circuits and zoning of rooms 
enables the modern heating 
and 
piping contractor to provide perfect 
comfort in all rooms. 
No Basement Needed 
Not so many years ago the heat­ 
ing industry discouraged the con­ 
struction of houses without a base­ 
ment becaUs? there was no satisfac­ 
tory method of heating the floor 
Today radiant heating plus good 
insulation under the floor 
have 
.’cmbined 
to 
make 
basementtess 
houses entirety practical. 
The floors of basementtess houses 
may be warmed either with coils in 
the floor or in the ceiling. Radiant 
baseboard panels have also beer 
found entirely satisfactory for the 
heating 
of 
basementles« 
houses 
Research work at the University of 
Illinois has disclosed that radiant 
baseboards will not only warm the 
finer but will also warm the wall on 
which they are installed, thus pro­ 
viding the warm surfaces so essen­ 
tial for comfort.

bad asked Congress to enact a law 
providing for one million low-rent 
public housing units in the next 
seven 
years, 
the 
editorial 
asks 
whether that much federal partic­ 
ipation in housing is desirable, and 
necessary, 
“There is general recognition that 
slums should be cleared and that 
decent housing should be provided 
for 
dislocated 
persons 
in 
those 
areas,” 
the 
article 
states. 
“But 
everybody dissatisfied with living 
quarters should not expect Uncle 
Sam 
to 
provide 
beautiful 
new 
homes. The great majority of peo­ 
ple will still have to rely on new 
housing provided by private build­ 
ers, private funds and private en­ 
terprise.” 
In reviewing the British pro­ 
gram, the magazine says the gov­ 
ernm ent took over 
the 
housing 
problem in 19 45 and its record so 
far has not been good. 
The goals 
established have not been reached 
and reports indicate th at 
private 
builders have produced more per­

Householders planning to repaint 
their homes as part of the annual 
Clean-Up campaign are urged to 
use caution in removing the present 
coat of paint.

1 .—The flame of the blow-torch 
should be directed toward rather 
than upward.

Quantity, quality, good planning 
and good labor are some of the re­ 
quirement« for appropriate plumb­ 
ing in the home. The Plumbing &

plumbing in any home. 
The first essential for economy 
is 
good 
planning. 
Discuss 
the 
plumbing and heating with a con­ 
tractor while the house is still in 
the blueprint stage. 
An experi­ 
enced contractor will nearly 
al­ 
ways be able to offer suggestions 
that will sav e materials and labor. 
While most plumbing and heat­ 
ing materials are now in fairly good 
supply, there is always danger of 
spot shortages and some k inds of 
pipe are sWH in short supply. The 
number of water closets, too, is still 
inadequate to meet the demand 
Close coordination 
between 
the 
plumbing and heating contractor 
and the general contractor will in­ 
sure an ev en flow of materials to 
the Job as needed and will sav e 
money for the owner. 
- 
Budget scrimped? Why not post­ 
pone some of the work , say the 
second bathroom or the powder 
room. Plan the piping so that it is 
large enough to tak e care of fu­ 
ture additions. You may ev en wish 
to hav e the piping run now to the 
future bathroom or powder room, 
Then later, when 
circumstances 
permit, the fixtures can be set in 
place and connected. 
Automatic heating is ideal but if 
your budget will not permit it when 
the house is built, the wise thing to 
do is to buy an all-fuel boiler. This 
type of boiler is adaptable to any 
fuel. 
You may, if you wish, use 
the boiler for manual firing when 
you mov e into the house and then 
later, when circumstances permit, 
conv ert it to firing with a stok er, 
an oil burner or a gas conv ersion 
burner. Be sure you chimney is so 
constructed that it will handle any 
of the three fuels. 
Money can be sav ed on piping 
and on labor by concentrating fix­ 
tures. 
Thus a bathroom on the 
second floor ov er a first floor pow­ 
der room tak es less piping. Or a 
bathroom or powder room back ed 
against a k itchen sink offers cer­ 
tain 
economies. Or hav ing the 
laundry tubs installed in the base 
ment under the k itchen sink will 
sav e on piping. 
It pays to buy quality materials 
and to hav e them installed by thor 
oughly competent work men. 
The 
superv ision 
of 
an 
experienced 
plumbing and heating contractor 
ov er all plumbing and 
heating 
work , too, is a short cut to economy 
and lasting satisfaction. If the 
strictest economy must be 
prac­ 
ticed, it is net wise to sk imp either 
on the quality of the materials or 
on the superv ision or the work man 
ship.

What U. S. Means By That Term 


TOKYO—(UP* — Th e first one- 
and-a-h alf 
million 
of a contem­ 
plated 
four-and-a-h alf m illio n 
books, telling th e Japanese people 
wh at th e occupy ing 
auth orities 
mean wh en th ey refer to “democ­ 
racy ,” are now coming 
off th e 
presses. 
Titled “Primer 
of 
Democracy ," 
th e book suggests to th e Japanese 
especially th e y ounger generation, 
“wh at democracy is.and wh at it is 
not,” according to Dr. Howard Bell, 
Gen. 
MacArth ur’s 
social 
studies 
consultant, wh o reviewed th e text. 
Th e auth ors were a committee of 
12 Japanese sch olars drawn from 
th e fields of education journalism, 
political science, 
economics and 
h istory . Selected by th e Japanese 
ministry of education, th ey worked 
in close cooperation for 18 month s, 
each specialising on h is own ph ase 
of th e subject of democracy . 
Demand Grows 
Written in two volumes totaling 
some 450 pages, th e primer origin­ 
ally was planned for use by students 
in a single h igh sch ool y ear. But 
as Japanese and American educa­ 
tors reviewed pre-publication ch ap­ 
ters, demands mounted for copies 
of th e book. 
Mimeograph ed translations will 
be furnish ed to military government 
education officer and oth er occupa­ 
tion officials concerned with edu­ 
cating th e Japanese. 
Present plans of th e ministry 
call for distribution to pupils in 
at least two, and. probably th ree, 
y ears of h igh sch ool. 
It also will 
be made available to all public 
sch ool teach ers in Japan, 
adult 
education groups, 
citizens 
public 
h alls and oth er Japanese organiza­ 
tions even remotely concerned with 
political or social education. 
One major Japanese newspaper 
already h as asked for righ ts to ser­ 
ialize th e book in condensed form 
and a second is expected to request
